SWINE SPREAD FOUT
AND OUTH DISEASE

New OQOutbreak Emphasizes Need
of Careful Inspection by Far-
mers and Stockraisers.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—The
susceptibility of swine to the root-
and-mouth disease and the failure on
the nart of swine owners to recognize
its symptoms are giving the Federal
authorities no small ciLvunt of worry
in their “clean-up" campaign.

Sora mouth, g common indieation of
the disease, is an ordinary sequence
of hog cholera, and contusions on
ti.o feet arg frequent in swine which
have been driven or shipned. For
these reasons little altention iz paid
by the owners of swine to taese
symptoms, and unless the herd Is lo-
cated within suspicious torritory
foot-and-mouth disease may continue
in a chroaic form for a considerable
length of time before discovery. The
danger of course lles in the ability
0 these animals to disseminate !he
disease.

Since the first case of foot—aml-
mouth disease found in a herd of
hogs in Michigan, whieci later ner-
mitted the infection of the Chicago
Stock Yards, hogs more than any
other animal have been responsible
for the spread of the disease. A few
months ago, in the outskiris of Phi-
<~ 'nhia, a district containing close to
20,000 swine kept in small lots, sever-
ial thousand were found to be infec-
ted.

On July 20 {foot-and-mouth disease
infection was discoviered to exist in a
herd of 20 cattle withiu the city limits
of Hornell, Steuben County, New
York. Anothef herd of 25 cattle,
pastured across the road from these,
has been exposed and is under sur-
vellance. As no known cases of the
disease had previously been found
within a radium of over 75 miles, the
souce of the infection remained a
mystery until twe days later, when
125 swine, divided among fiva herds,
ware found Infected within a halfl
mile of the rst-dlscoversd  pre-
the disease in a mild form for a con-
the disease in a mild form for a con-
siderable length of time.
